12 peppercorns. 


For the pudding—Two cups split 
peas, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 eggs 
(yolks), pepper. 


Soak the peas over night. Put the 
pork in a big kettle, cover with 
warm water and bring to the boiling 
point.

Add water to prevent "burn- 
i ing, but as the peas become soft let 
the water cook away as much as 
possible. 


Rub through a puree ,strainer or 
sieve. Season with salt and pepper 
and butter and pour into a platter 
to become cool enough to handle. 
Form in small flat cakes and roll in 
crumbs. Fry in frying pan in bacon 
drippings.

LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


A Review of Recent De- 
cisions Dealing With De- 
fective A u t o m o b i le 
Parts. 


(By SAMUEL WANT.) 


In view of the continual increase 


In the number of machines built on 
the assembly plan, interest is lent 
In the recent decisions covering the 
rules of liability of manufacturers 


f and dealers in cars for injuries 
Resulting from defective parts not 
manufactured by the so-called manu- 
facturer of the car. 
There seems to be a uniform cur- 
rent of authority in all the states 
to tho effect that the dealer Is not 
responsible for the consequences of 
defects in parts of which he had no 
actual knowledge, provided the de- 
fects were not so patent upon casual 
inspection that he could not have 
failed to notice them when examin- 
ing the car in the usual course of 
his business. 
This freedom from 


liability, however, is the rule only 
where there is. no express agreement 
on thJ subject between the dealer 
and the purchaser of a car. For ex 
ample, in a recent decision in Call 
fornia the dealer gave the purchas- 
er a wa: ranty that the car WAS "free 
of defects in material and workman 
ship." The par did not work satis- 
factorily, and when the owner de 
mantled the recission o£ his transac- 
tion thfi dealer refused to give him 
any satisfaction, claiming that the 
defects in the cor re'ated to its de- 
sign and construction—tho matters 
which he said could lie complained 
of only to the manufacturer. 
But 
court decided that the general scope 
of the dealer's warranty did not ad- 
mit of such a limitation and that he 
was compelled to take the machine 
back and return the purchase money 
paid. 


The courts are likewise agreed 
that the mz'nufadurer of an automo- 
bile, whether sold directly to the pur- 
, c''iascr or sold thiough a dealer, is 


&le for the consequences of defects 


Fin jart which he knew were defec- 
tive, or which ho could have learned 
•were defective h:id he used reasonable 
tests before making delivery of the 
machine. This is true both where the 
defective part is the product of the 
manufacturer of the car and also 
where it is an assembled part. There 
is a decision of a T'nited States court 
however, to the effect that a manu- 
facturer of a car which was sold 
through a dealer was not liable to 
the purchaser for an 
injury sus- 
tained as a result of the collapse of 
a wheel, this unit being one of the 
assembled parts of the car, although 
the evidence showed that the defect 
jn th ewheel would have been dis- 
covered before the delivery of the car 
if the usual tests had been made. 
The exemption from liability was 
sustained 
upon evidence showing 
that the manufacturer of the car 
bought the wheel from a. responsible 
source, upon representations which 
Jed him to believe that it was a re- 
liable product. 


la twenty-one years. As to females 
the laws of the different states vary: 
some fix the age at eighteen, others 
at twenty-one and a few at twenty- 
five. 


In the case in question a young 
man under the legal age, but pos- 
sessed of a considerable personal 
estate, purchased a pleasure car. 
He used and abused the machine 
over a period of some months. Then 
he offered the machine back to the 
dealer and demanded the return of 
the purchase money. The dealer re- 
cognized that He was on the defen- 
sive, and was prepared to take the 
car back, but he insisted that in mak- 
ing restitution of the purchase money 
he should be permitted to deduct the 
cost of putting the car in proper 
condition, and the value of the use of 
itby purchaser. This gave rise to the 
litigation. 


Tho court decided that the right of 
a person under age to disaffirm his 
purchases, and secure the return of 
the purchase money paid by him, is 


not limited by any lequirement t/hat 
he make good any loss that may thus 
be imposed on the dealer. As -the 
rule of l.iw in question is Intended 
to protect persons of immature years 
against tho imprudent dissipation of 
their estates, and is supposed to be 
generally known, tho very purpose 
of the law would be defeated—so the 
court ruled—if the purchaser could 
be compelled to make good the dam- 
ages resulting from his purchase and 
subsequent disaffiimance. 


The rule of law in question really 
goes much further than indicated in 
this decision. If the purchaser of the 
car—a person under the legal age— 
had lost the car through fire or theft, 
or as the result of some accident, he 
could still have disaffirmed his pur- 
chase under the law in force in most 
states, and could have demanded a 
refund of tho purchase money which 
he had paid. 


Bo not neglect oiling the speed 
ometer driving shaft. 


In a recent case decided In Ken- 
tucky it appeared that the guest of 
a motorist was injured through the 
collapse of the rear seat of the ma- 
chine. The owner had no knowledge 
ot any infirmity in tlie condition of 
the seat and obviouslv the defeat was 
of a kind which could have been dis- 
covered by the manufacturer of the I 
car before delivery, if a proper in- I 
tspection had been made. The manu- 
facturer was held responsible for the 
injuries. 


In a case in hich it was shown that 
the accident was due to defective 


pokes in one of the wheels, which 
"the manufacturer of the car bought 
from a reliable maker, the former 
•was held not to bo responsible. The 
evidence showed that the usual tests 
liad been made before the delivery 
of the car. and that the defects had 
been obscurred bv the veneered effect 
of the coloring mateiials.

BACKWARD CHILDREN. 


Backward children are not always, perhaps not often, backward be- 


cause of either mental deficiency or slothfulness, says the U. S. Public 
Health Ser\ ice. Mar.y of them are backward solely because of such ordin- 
ary and easily remediable defects as adenoids, near-sightedness, or bad 
teeth. 
: 


A case in point was recently reported by the official representative of , 


the Public Health Service in the eighth sanitary district of Vermont, in j 
which the service is cooperating in a rural health work project. 


Medical inspection of one of the graded schools in October, 1919, 


showed that it had been thought necessary to instruct in a special room ; 


sixteen pupils who had seemed to ba unable to keep up with their re- 
spective classes. Physical examination showed that each of the sixteen ( 
had some serious hampering physical defect (chiefly enlarged tonsils, ade- 
noids, or defective hearing or eye-sigh;) which, rather than any mental j 
handicap, was the probable causa of their inability. 
I 


Through the cooperation of the school directors, the facts were brought 


to the attention of the parents or guardians of the children and all were , 
not set right before the end of the year. 


On re-examination of the pupils the next December (15CO) it appeared 


that all of the sixteen previously backward children had caught up with 
their proper grades and. were keeping up in them with their classmates. 


~3t year later, in December, 1921. some of these sixteen children were among 


the mental and physical leaders in their grades.

THE TARIFF IX POLITICS. 


(Philadelphia Record) 


The tarriff out of politics, is, as 


Senator John James Ingalls said of 
the Golden Rule in politics, an irri-

But every tariff cuts both ways. 


some people know they make money 
out of high duties, and more people 
think they do. Etn, on the other 
hand high tariffs simply vote money 
from the pockets of ths consumers 
into those of some of the producers, 
ind. when the consumers are suffic- 
iently aroused they strike back. Both 
parties are liable to suffer from tariff 
legislation, but the high tariff people 
»uffer the most, because duties that 
above the revenue producing 
are simply pieces of spoliation, 


arid they are pretty apt to be re- 
sented. 
The Payne-Aldrich tariff, which 


was higher than any before it, was 
n leading factor in the defeat of the 
Republicans in 1912. The Dingley 
tariff did not have the same obvious 
political effect because it came at a 
time when the country had been ex- 
periencing a depression, which be- 
gan with a panic that preceded the 
Wilson low tariff. 
The depression 
had a tendency to dispose the public 
to a change, without much thought 
about what the change was. The Wil- 
•on tariff was a good one. but the 
currency had become the dominant 
Issue, and the election of 1806 turned 
on that. 
IThe McKinley tariff of 1890 was 
higher than the preceding ones, and 
theimmediate result was an unprece- 
dented Democratic majority in the 
House of Representatives; and two 
years later a Democratic President 
wan elected with the help of half a 
tioien Republican States. The Re- 
publican tariff of 1884 was very 
tlightly lower than the previous one, 
and ,was much higher than the ro- 
comjmendationB of the Tariff Com- 
mission of 1882. and the country- 
elected a Democratic President in 
1884.
